BIGGER CENTERS 


Such Is Opinion of Coch­ 
ran If Delegates Elect­ 
ed At Large 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 24—W'ets in 
congress are seeking congressional 
redistricting of every state affected 
b y the new apportionment, in the 
b elief that elections of additional 
memb ers from at large would cheat 
them of reinforcements. 
Representative Cochran, democrat 
of Missouri, said today he w'ould 
use the house as a forum to am­ 
plify a plea he is preparing to make 
shortly after congress reassemb les. 
The redistricting must b e done b y 
each state. 
“I mean to put the country on 
notice,” 
Cochran 
said, 
“that 
the 
new representation will b e unfaii 
to the populous centers if the dele 
gâtions are elected at large.” 
In each of 22 slates which Josf 
representation under the new cen 
sus effective wdth the sev» nty-third 
congress the entire delegation will 
have to b e elected at large unless 
dedistricting is completed in time, 
likewise in 11 states gaining rep­ 
resentation. 
The wets hold that their expect­ 
ed gains in rapidly growing cities 
would b e reduced b y dry tenden­ 
cies of rural sections which have 
not gained population. 
Cochran said 59 per cent of the 
population of the country is uroan, 
b ut 268 of the 435 representatives 
now' come from rural sections—dis­ 
tricts in which a majority of the 
votes are in communities of less 
than 3,000. 
It is unlikely, congress will act at 
this session on any aspect of the 
reapportionment question. 
A reso 
lution b y Representative Hoch, • re­ 
pub lican, of Kansas, pending b efore 
a committee, would alter the census 
b ureau's 
plan 
of reapportionment, 
b ut is not expected to succeed. Un­ 
less action is taken b y IMarch 4, the 
census reapportionment b ecomes ef 
fective. 
Representative 
Sproul, 
militant 
dry leader of Kansas, said he had 
no doub t that redistricting will b e 
carried out b y the state Immediate­ 
ly after March 4. 
“The drys were asleep,” Sproui 
added, “when they passed the re­ 
apportionment b ill. 
They voted for 
it when they should have opposed 
it. 
An amendment could have b een 
effected to provide enumeration on 
the b asis of citizenship.” 
Cochran said his

would lose three of its fiMeen rep­

Th ese su p p osi­ 
tio n s p rov ed to be co rrect, fo r th e 
bo istero u s celebratio n of th e Yu le- 
tide was at Its h eigh t wh en th e 
American s sto rmed th e town In th e 
dawn of th at cold December mo rn ­ 
ing. 
Wash in gto n assembled h is men at 
McKonkey ’s Ferry on th e ban k of 
th e Delaware after a march of nine 
miles th ro u gh frozen snow an d bit­ 
ing sleet Th e men were loaded Into 
bo ats wh ich h ad been gath ered and 
p rep ared fo r th e occasion, an d th e 
p itifu l little army w^as soon mov ing 
acro ss th e stream. It was a p erilou s 
u n dertakin g for th e riv er was filled 
with great blocks of ice wh ich many 
times th reaten ed to o v ertu rn th e 
crow’ded craft. Bu t th e affair was so 
well p lanned an d ex ecu ted th at not 
a man or gu n was lost. Th ere was 
some delay in gettin g th e artillery 
u p , so th at by th e time Wash in gto n 
w^as ready to mov e on h is o bjectiv e 
th e n igh t was far gone.

MThen 
she writes: “I shall try to firmly fix 
in the mind of the Peony lover the 
proper time to begin planting; it is 
September 15th at 9 a. m. (I do not 
believe in hu rrying throu gh break ­ 
fast.) Mrs. Harding u ses the above 
expression to remind you more posi­ 
tively that mid-September is a good 
time to transplant the Peony. Most 
Peony 
growers 
believe 
that they 
shou ld be moved and divided every 
third year, if you wou ld have the 
best Peonies. The Peony produ ces its 
feed roots in spring, and is in active 
growth particu larly In the root sys­ 
tem in real early spring. The peony 
shou ld not be moved u ntil at least 
late Au gu st or September.

CHICKEN FLOCKS 
ON EVERY FARM 


Not Expen» ive Becau» « of 
Excellent Food Produced. 


Tiie farm poultry flock is not ex­ 
pensive and b ecause of the excel­ 
lent food it produces should b e 
found on every farm. 
“During a part of the y ear, a 
flock of from 50 to 100 hens will 
forage for much 
of their food,’* 
say s Dr. B. F. Kaupp, head of the 
poultry departm ent at the North 
Carolina State college. “The chick­ 
ens consume b ugs and worms which 
are injurious to crops and clean up 
w aste grain ab out the cow 
and 
horse b arns. 
The flock needs to 
have 
a comfortab le house which 
can b e kept clean and plenty of 
mash and grain feed. 
Corn, oats, 
wheat and b arley to feed the flock 
may he grown at home and made 
into a ration that is Just as satis­ 
factory as any commercial mixture. 
Formulas for preparing these ra ­ 
tions may b e had from the poultry 
departm ent.’’ 
Doctor Kaupp say s that every 
person should eat at least two eggs 
every day . 
Tliia means tha t two 
cases of oO dozen eggs each Is 
needed for each person in the state 
each y ear. 
Twenty to twenty -five 
pounds of poultry should also b e 
consumed b y each person on the 
farm in a y ear. 
To find out the potential m arket 
for poultry and eggs in a county , 
one should ascertain how many 
hens there are within Its b orders. 
These hens should average at least 
100 eggs each. 
If each hen Jay s 
100 eggs and each person consumes 
500 eggs, it would mean tha t there 
siioiild he five hens for each person 
to suppl.v only 
the 
home needs. 
More hens than this should b e kept, 
however, so that a surplus of eggs 
may he availab le for sale. 
Then, too, say s Doctor Kaupp, 
pullets must b e raised each y ear 
to replace ab out one-half of the 
m ature hens. 
Five eggs to set will 
b e needed for each puJIet In the 
b reeding pens. 
If the farm flock 
is to b e kept at 100 hens, this 
means that 2.50 eggs must he set. 
To do this without an incub ator 
requires 15 setting b ens. 
If the 
family consumes 
200 pounds 
of 
poultry on the tab le. 2.5 hens and 
50 fry ers will supply this amount. 


Repair Feed Bins to 
Guard Against Pests 
Exam ine the w heat b ins carefully 
b efore lay ing in a large supply of 
feed. 
Sometimes b oards b ecome 
warped and cracked and it does 
not take much of a crack to permit 
w heat to trickle tlirough. 
Make 
the b ins as proof against rats, mice 
and sparrows as possib le. 
The 
am ount of good grain that these 
pests take in a y ear would help many 
a poultry man to take a fine vaca­ 
tion and b uy a new radio. 
Sometimes a few sheets of gal­ 
vanized iron such as Is used for 
metal roofs can b e nailed inside of 
wooden w heat b ins to help keep 
out the mice. A poultry farm is 
the most apt to b ecome Infested 
with rats and mice if b reeding and 
hiding places are provided. 
There 
is more or less feed on the place 
a t all seasons of the y ear and feed 
b ought in large quantities must b e 
stored for long periods. 


Winter Lay ing Flocks 
Value Cod Liver Oil 
Good lay ing flocks need cod liver 
oil during the dark w inter months, 
according to W. kl. Vernon, Iowa 
State 
ccJlege.

which fowls should have the oil 
are from Decemb er 1 to April 1. 
The 
rate 
of

should b e one quart of the oil to 
100 pounds of mash. 
The oil is 
first mixed with b ran or the min­ 
eral m ixture and then mixed in the 
larger am ount of feed. 
If hens are kept in the house 
during

w inter 
months 
this 
method 
of feeding is especially 
recommended and a noon mash 
may help to increase production.
